«Mr P. F. Hausser, Acting Consul at 
Swatow, writes as follows in his annual 
report im” ; 

The costliness of foroign opium has ro-

drug. It appears that the ustive opium is 
generally tainted by an oil which imparts a 
coarse and rank flavour tothe drug. By 
certain processna, the accret of which is not 
divulged, but in which Barladoes ss 
lay apparently an important pa ig 
PMectibnable tante in entirely med eck: and 
the native-grown opium is worked uyrintoa 
close semblance of the foreign article, 
the flayotr. of the’ new product 
being said to ho — equally“ goed- 
though’ it ix less satisfymg to, the 
coisumer. The business is at pre- 
sent quietly conducted on a very modest 
scale hy some Chinese from Singapore, whe 
have not only thought it worth while to 
enlist the temporary services of , foreign 
experts, but have further imported three 
skilled Indian workmen from Calcutta, 
Considering the relative prices: of locally- 
grown and imported opium, the scheme, if 
successful, should prove most lucrative, 
and will doubtless materially contribute to 
the furthor reduction in the demand for, 
the forcign drug. 


THE SHIPPING TRADE. - 

We hear wails froti all sides; says the 
Rangoon Fines, of the low froighta and 
dearth of cargoes, and if cnly one half of 
the prophecies as to the imminent ruin of 


is disastrous, But people are apt to’ exag- 
gerate matters, and it is scarcoly fair to 
compare the present shipping rates with 
those which ruled in the good old days. 
Times have changed considerably, cheapor 
methods have been introduced and the 
keen competition keeps down the rates. 
We have read a good deal of what has been 
published on the -abject of low rates, but 
we do not remember-to have read anything 
in which the shipowners themselves wero 
blamed for the state of things of which they 
complain so loudly, yet they are, as 
a fact, chiefly -to blime. The reason 
for rates being so low is because vessels are 
so many and trade is limited, ‘Shippers, 
therefore, are masters of the situation. It 
has arrived at -the position uf shipowners 
bidding against macy “other for cargocs, 
tho. lowest rate securing the cargo. Yet 
ships are being built.as fastas they can be 
turned out. In time we may have vossels 
carrying catgocs at rates which will just 
cover the expense of working the vessels. 
But we do not ‘kick’ at such astate of 
things? Zit, is good for. trade. Wages in 
these days are much higher than they usod. 
to be and working expenses: in‘other direc- 
tions are greater; whild the shipping tates 
are very. low, but still capitalists invest 
their money in tho shipping industry. 
What" enomnous profits must have been 
made in the guod, old days.
